It  was  the  spring  of  ’88.  Just  when  you  thought  it  would  never  get  here,  there  it  was.  On  every  youthful  face, 
in  every  excited  cry,  on  the  breeze  that  sought  you  out  as  you  left  in  the  warming  afternoons-  a message-spring 
is  here.  Our  reward  for  the  long  discontented  New-England  winter  was  finally  at  hand.  The  calender  pages 
began  to  tear  off  like  a last,  leftover  blizzard  of  white  as  plans  for  the  prom  and  the  banquet  were  being  made. 
Just  walking  by  the  auditorium  in  the  afternoon  and  hearing  the  band  practicing  the  MAJESTIC,  “Pomp  and 
Circumstance”  would  bring  a smile  and  a feeling  that  could  carry  you  all  the  way  home.  You  can  say  what  you 
like  but  changing  seasons  will  do  that  to  you  around  here.  It’s  called  hope. 

Of  course,  life  could  still  be  confusing  too.  Why  wasn’t  Mr.  Grocott  in  school?  for  instance.  As  day  followed 
sunny  day,  his  absence  became  more  pronounced  and  was  noticeble  even  to  those  who  had  never  had  him  for 
class.  Was  he  OK?  The  rumors  that  circulated  throughout  the  building  were  our  only  answers  for  a while.  In 
truth,  they  accurately  reflected  the  confusion  the  doctors  had  over  his  condition  (confusion  not  belonging  to 
Youth  alone.)  Are  our  papers  still  due?  Will  he  at  least  be  back  for  the  end  of  school? 

At  home,  watching  spring  unfold  in  all  its  familiar,  but  treasured,  glory  (for  appreciating  life  is  not  a gift  of 
Youth  alone,  either)  he  must  have  been  wondering  the  same  thing.  Will  I be  back?  The  uncertainty  was  cruelly 
not  in  keeping  with  the  promise  of  the  season. 

The  spring  of  ’88  did,  as  always,  turn  into  glorious  summer.  The  prom  and  the  banquet  came  off  without  a 
hitch,  and  on  a beautiful  Sunday  in  June,  the  seniors  mcarched  off  into  their  futures.  Mr.  Grocott  did  not  get 
better.  The  questions  that  had  lingered  for  so  long  were  answered  one  by  one,  until  the  final,  sad  truth  was 
evident.  He  died  at  2:10  on  the  last  day  of  school. 

How  does  a man’s  life  begin  that  ends  this  way?  Well,  Mr.  Grocott,  James  Murdoch  Grocott,  came  to  ELHS  in 
1960.  He’d  grown  up  in  Swansea  and  earned  degrees  from  Brown  and  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  He  was 
a teacher  here  on  the  day  ELHS  opened  and  had  been  here  ever  since.  The  enthusiasm  of  those  early  days  is 
quite  obvious  when  you  open  old  yearbooks  and  Mr.  Grocott  frequently  turns  up  among  the  smiling  faces:  as  the 
first  newspaper  adviser,  chaperoning  dances,  doing  things  unfamiliar  to  those  of  us  who  only  met  him  later  on. 
Only  the  enthusiasm  is  the  same.  And  the  dedication.  And  the  look  of  inspired  wisdom  as  he  animatedly  lectures 
his  classes.  The  pictures  do  tell  the  story,  but  if  you  can’t  get  a copy  of  an  old  yearbook  ask  any  one  of  Mr. 
Grocott’s  students.  They  probably  never  got  the  chance  to  tell  him  how  much  he  meant  to  their  ives  here,  how 
well  he  taught,  or  what  a good  friend  he  was,  but  they  do  remember  him  as  we  do  on  this  occasion.  The 
autumns,  winters  and  springs  at  ELHS  will  not  be  the  same  without  him.
